BOOM IN STATE 


Pennsylvania Crop Is Estimated 
at 85 Per Cent of the Total 
! 
in Toited States. 


Kennett 
Square.—Mushroom 
cul­ 
ture has found so many devotees in 
this section that it produces most of 
the crop grown in Pennsylvania which 
is estimated now at Ro per cent of 
the total in the United States. 
With 
scores of growers 
in 
Chester and 
Delaware counties, the industry has 
run true to name in the rapidity of 
its growth during the past few’ years. 
Mushrooms are grown in Pennsyl­ 
vania in 
caves, 
mushroom 
houses, 
under 
greenhouse 
benches and in 
barns and warehouses, but the larger 
growers here 
have 
constructed es­ 
pecially designed buildings with the 
beds one above another. 
As the in­ 
dustry 
expanded 
it 
increased the 
necessity for additional help, until 
now hundreds of persons are engaged 
in mushroom growing, canning and 
marketing. 
The crop usually is separated into 
three grades. 
The first grade con­ 
tains large mushrooms not fully ex­ 
panded 
and 
free 
from 
blemishes; 
grade two contains a smaller sized 
mushroom, but similar to the grade,1 
while the third grade includes the 
“button” size and other mixed sizes. 
The mushioom is grown from spawn 
planted in moist beds. 
Six to seven 
w’eeks after 
the beds are planted 
the 
harvesting 
begins, 
depending 
largely upon 
the 
temperature 
at 
which the beds are kept. The growth 
continues from three to five months 
but each new planting requires a com­ 
plete renewal of the soil mixture in 
which the culture is unlike that of 
the ordinary vegetable. 
The average 
crop runs about one pound of mush­ 
rooms to the square foot of surface.1 
Formerly the spawn came in bricks 
but now quail 
bottles 
thoroughly 
sterilized are used. 
The bottles are 
broken and small pieces of the spawn 
planted several inches apart.
